The theory that the fire had started 
from spontaneous combustion in u 
paiat room was upset today, when 
an investigation proved that the point 
of origin was at some distance from 
.ii.s room in a meat storage depart- 
ment in the basement. Shooting t:p 
a dumb waiter shaft, the flames left 
.'ie first and second floors practically 
unscathed and spread out thrcugn 
ihe third, containing the 
principal 
eeping Quarters. 
Some portion c-f this floor was di- 
vded by wooden partitions into sinai! 
coaipartments, each occupied by two 
or three women. The three women 
who were killed were in two of these 
tiny rooms, close to the top of the 
shaft. .Two o? th«n were, burned ~n 
their beds.

Mrs. 
Greenleaf was unable to move 
and w2s,i>3-dU-,,.burned.-betore rescuers 
discovered her. 


•In one large room were 16 bedrid- 
den women. All were carried out, un- 
injured. 
_4. woiriin with a baby born 
a week ago was among those saved. 
A more disastrous spread of the 
flames probably was averted by the 
coolness of the watchman. James Ha- 
gan, whn discovered the blaze. After 
giving- the alarm he rushed back and 
kept a stream from, the ermergeney 
hose at work. 


Hagan said he was at a loss to tell 
how tiie fire started. "There wasn't a 
thing .n the meat room, to my knowl- 
edge." he said ''that -would have made 
a fire. There was <• gas jet. but it was 
not lighted and the gas cock was not 
open." 


The more .-Me-bodied among the 
inmates worked hard to ass:st their 
more unfortunate companions into the 
ot>en. The stairways were not reached 
by the flames but the occupants of 
s^aie of the rooms could not reach 
them, and werp helped down fire Es- 
capes and ladders.
